security force. 
He appointed several mem­ 
bers of the task force immedi­ 
ately and ;;aid others will be 


added to the group and an 
executive 
director 
will 
be 
employed “to keep it moving 
and going down the path as 
rapidly as we want. I have a 
few people’s names in mind.” 
The governor said the recom­ 
mendation 
must 
be 
ready 
before the 1975 Legislature ends 
its 
session 
in 
April. 
He 
commented that a professional 


security force for UK state 
institutions 
would 
be 
more 
expensive 
than 
the 
present 
system of hiring local guards 
for each institution, but 
he 
thought Hoosiers would support 
the improved security. 
The governor’s decision to 
move toward a 
professional 
institutional security force 
came after two women hos­ 


tages 
held 
by 
an 
escaped 
prisoner from the Indiana State 
Prison were killed. Three other 
inmates also escaped in the 
past 
week, 
including 
one 
serving a murder term. 
Plan to Stem Escapes 
Bowen set in motion some 
short-range action as a result of 
the escapes. 
“We have ordered there must 


be a review 
of all of the 
qualifications for assignment to 
a minimum security detail,” 
Bowen said “Second, we will 
review the qualifications for 
assignment to any work release 
program and we would also 
review the qualifications for 
assignment to any trusty type 
status where there might be a 
relaxed type of security.”

— "Somebody come and help 
me. Please help me." 
The pleas came from 12-year- 
old Beverly Cleghorn, standing 
atop a sunken car, up to her 
knees in 
the swirling, cold 
waters 
of 
the 
Buckhannon 
River. 
Beneath her in the river, four 
friends were dead, victims of a 
New Y ear’s Day traffic a c ­ 
cident. 
The car of Ronnie E. Casto 
went 
out 
of 
control 
on 
a 
slippery road near the city 
limits and plunged over a 36 
foot embankment into the river. 
Casto, his wife, Charlotte, 
both about 26, her sister Mary 
Jane Reger, 12, and daughter, 
Mary Jo Reger, 5, were killed 
Beverly was the only survivor 
Police and fire rescue units 


were 
at 
the 
scene 
within 
minutes They used a boat to 
rescue her. 
“The car 
was completely 
under water. She was standing 
on lop, in IU inches of water, 
when we got to her,” a rescuer 
said 
The bodies of Mrs. Casto and 
the two young girls were found 
in the car Searchers said Casto 
was swept away in the river’s 
swift current.

information he said was given him by state and city

Sullivan said “they had no new secret information for 
us We ve known of the existence of an alleged hit list’ 
for at least two weeks " 
Police officials refused comment and l*eary, on advice 
of School committee Attorney John O. Mtrick, declined 
to disclose what the officials told him 
Leary said he wanted Garrity to study Uh* police 
intelligence reports and determine whether continued 
court-ordered integrated education at the school was 
worth the possible risk to the safety ol the students at

“ It was a yaw n,” one broker 
said. 
Americans for the first time 
since 1933 could legally buy 
gold Tuesday. There was an

Banks and brokerage 
houses 
reported

lot 
of 
inquiries but few takers. Prices 
tumbled. 
“There is no gold rush. It’s 
more like a funeral m arch,” 
said Samuel Weiss, a m ajor 
New York wholesaler. 
“This is a good show to 
Europe that Am ericans are not 
as stupid as they think,” Weiss 
said. “Gold is still a good buy, 
but not at these prices. The 
public is tired of getting ripped 
off.” 
Several dealers reported sell­ 
ing sm all quantities as c u rio s i­ 
ty items. 
Sen. Jam es Buckley, R-N.Y., 
bought a 21-2-ounce bar of gold 
at $192 an ounce just 30 seconds 
after midnight. Trading closed 
at $182.50 and Buckley’s gold 
was worth $23.75 less than he 


paid for it. 
In Los Angeles, actor Dean 
Jones bought a two-ounce gold 
bar and prom ptly bit it to see if 
it was good. 
He left 
teeth 
m arks. 
One of the first to buy gold 
was 14-year-old Cai lenne Brown 
of Southfield, Mich. At 12:17 
a.m ., she plunked down $52.79 
for a quarter-ounce wafer at 
the Gold and Silver Coin Co. **'. 
just like gold,” she said. 
The reaction of Gwen Ben 
nett, a 65-year-old Salt Lake 
City widow, was typical of the 
attitude of many Americans 
who decided not to buy gold. 
“ I’m

paying this m onth’s light bill,” 
she said. 
Before the glittering m etal 
went on sale, the price of gold 
soared to m ore than $200 an 
ounce on European m arkets in 
a n ticip atio n of a larg e U.S. 
dem and. In London Tuesday it 
fell to $186.50. 
President Ford summed up 
the feelings of most Americans 
who passed up the chance to 
buy gold. “ I’m not a specula­ 
to r,” he told newsmen at his 
ski resort in Colorado.

Those who have been here 
before know it is a sign of 
change in the Soviet tourism 
industry, 
which

gearing up for the influx of 
thousands of visitors for the 
1980 sum m er Olympics. 
Since 
Czarist 
tim es, 
the 
keeper of room keys in hotels 
has been the “dezhurnaya” — 
literally woman on duty. Seated 
at a desk on each floor of a 
hotel, the dezhurnaya is part 
policewoman, maiden aunt and 
tour director. 
She dispenses not only room 
keys but wake-up calls, glasses 
of tea and endless advice. She 
also is keeper of her guests’ 
m orals. Attem pts to sneak a 
m em ber of the opposite sex into 
your room always bring a stern 
“nyet.” 
The IOO dezhurnayas at the 
Intourist hotel have recently 
been retired or transferred to 
other jobs. Some other hotels in 
Moscow will also soon do away 
with the women beneath the 
ever-present portraits of Lenim. 
They are going in other m ajor 
cities, too. 
“ It’s a step forw ard,” ex­ 
plained a woman behind the 
adm inistrator’s 
desk 
at 
the 
Intourist hotel. “ We will be just 
like hotels in the W est.”

SURPASSES BENEFITS 


The talk now in Washington is all about energy con­ 
servation and how best to persuade — or force — 
Americans to cut their consumption, especially of 
gasoline. 


According to a just-released study commissioned by 
the Amcr lean Enterprise Institute, a publicly supported, 
nonpartisan research and educational organization, one 
of the most sensible steps the nation could take would be 
to start stockpiling crude oil to reduce the risks and costs 
of future oil embargoes. 


The United States alone among major industrial 
nations has no provision for stockpiling crude oil beyond 
normal inventories, state the authors of ‘‘Energy-Self- 
Sufficiency: An Economic Evaluation,” prepared by the 
Energy 
Laboratory 
of 
Massachusetts 
Institute 
of 
Technology. 


If the United States required oil com panies to m aintain 
stockpiles, as do E uropean countries, the costs to the 
com panies to m aintain stockpiles, as do European 
countries, the costs to the com panies would rise about 25 
cents a barrel. A stockpile that would cover the United 
States against a one-year em bargo by Arab sources would 
cost about $900 million annually. 


But even the cost of a stockpile of sufficient size to 
hold the nation against an embargo for three years 
“compares favorably” with the alternative of trying to 
develop totally domestic sources of energy. 


The basic conclusion of the study is that the cost of 
security is too high if it is sought solely by elim inating 
imports. The authors present estim ates showing that the 
two justifications for independence from foreign sources 
avoiding oil blackm ail and cutting energy costs — are 
contradictory if the target date is the early 1980s. 


‘‘Achieving U.S. energy self-sufficiency by the 1980s 
would alm ost certainly m ean much higher prices for 
American consum ers than a policy that relied on some 
imported oil,” says project director Edw ard J. Mitchell. 


“ In other words, the premium paid for national 
energy insurance would exceed the cost of the damages 
the insurance is supposed to protect us against.”

rehabilitation. 
Present laws perm it the judge 
and parole officials a wide area 
of latitude, with sentences such 
as “from two to ten years.” The 
new method would limit such 
discretion on the part of judges, 
juries, and even prison officials 
Under present law. the judge 
can sentence you to ten years, 
while the next person charged 
and convicted of the sam e crim e 
could 
receiv e 
two 
y e a rs. 
Currently, you are allowed time 
off of the sentence for “good 
tim e” in the prison, and can be 
considered for parole after a set 
part of the sentence is served 
Corrections officials point to 
the fact some are driven to 
crim e through circum stances, 
and such things as vocational 
training and counseling will 
start them on the right path. 
O thers, com m itting crim es, 
should never be released from 
custody, unable to adapt to rules 
of society. They prefer to have 
prison officials determ ine when 
confinement has accomplished 
the m aximum good. 


Watch the General Assembly 
as the spawning ground for the 
next crop of candidates to run 
for public office in the 1976 
elections. It has always served 
as a good training school with 
many public officials receiving 
their first taste of service in the 
legislature.

flowers, 
vegetables and lawns, a plant 
expert says. 
Among other new develop­ 
ments, 
according 
to 
Prof. 
Joseph E Howland, is a series 
of pre-seeded peat pellets. 
"You m erely drop (them) in 
w ater until they swell to make 
their own soil and pot. Later, 
after the seeds have sprouted 
and the young seedlings deve­ 
loped enough, you plant pot and 
all in the garden," Howland 
explained in an article in the 
Agriculture D epartm ent’s new 
“Shopper’s Guide" Yearbook 
“T here’s no mess of steriliz­ 
ing the soil, and no risking 
quick loss of tender seedlings in 
contam inated soil. There’s no 
clay pot to break or plastic pot 
to buy and discard, and you are 
sure that the seeds are at the 
right 
depth 
in 
the 
soil," 
Howland said. 
Looking to the future, How­ 
land added, there's promise of 
“super 
seeds" 
which 
would 
elim inate some of the uncer-l 


lainty of gardening. 
Howland said some seedsmen 
have already taken a long step 
forward by producing “sized" 
seeds. Mechanical screens are 
used to sift out small seeds 
which research indicates often 
produce weaker seedlings and 
plants which succumb easily to 
diseases. 
The 
next 
step, 
Howland 
added, will come from recent 
research indicating that some 
norm al-sized 
seeds 
c a rry 
chemical elem ents which cut 
growth potential by as much as 
IO per cent. When researchers 
translate this discovery into a 
practical method of screening 
out 
the 
potential 
weaklings, 
gardeners “will undoubtedly be 
able to order ‘super seeds,"’ 
the expert said. 
Even a loo per cent premium 
in the price of such seeds would 
m ake them a bargain because 
the cost of seed is always the 
sm allest part of the cost of 
gardening. Howland added. 
Howland, who is professor of 
horticulture at the University of

Chicago, III., added a tip for 
homeowners preparing to buy 
lawn seed next spring.

Anybody can make that claim 
without risk because crabgrass 
doesn’t 
produce 
seed 
until 
many weeks after lawn seed is 
harvested, he said.

coffee, tea and soft drinks.

Blizzard Blasts Neopolitan Area 


Hundreds Homeless, Many Dead 


NAPLES, Italy (UPI) - A 
blizzard with winds of up to IOO 
miles an hour battered southern 
Italy 
Tuesday, 
leaving 
hun­ 
dreds homeless and disrupting 
shipping, electricity, telephone 
lines and transportation 


M eteorologists 
at 
Split, 
Yugoslavia, 
said 
the 
winds 
along the Adriatic Coast were 
the strongest recorded in the 
past 50 years. 


Police said 12 fisherman were 
feared drowned after their two 
boats capsized in heavy seas 
just off the coast at Cosenza, 
about 185 miles south of Naples. 
At 
least 
six 
deaths 
were 
reported in the Naples area, 
where 
winds 
measured 
as 
strong as 75 miles an hour 
Four members of a family of 
six died in the collapse of their 
wirid-buffeted three-story house 
in the town of Torre Annun- 
ziata. 
The parents, a daughter, 12, 
and son, 5, were dug from the 
ruins of the old structure. Two 
other 
children 
were 
hos­ 
pitalized, 
Frostbite killed a m an in 
Sannio 
and 
a 
60-year-old 
woman was killed by a falling 
tree in Naples Monday. 
Another Neapolitart woman 
was critically hurt when hit by 
a wooden gate torn from its 
hinges in the storm 
The 3,000-ton Cypriot m er­ 
chant ship Chrisso ran aground 
on 
the 
northeast 
coast 
of 
Sardinia but its crew of 18 


escaped injury. 
At Montecalvo Irpino, a town 
of 5,000 persons northeast of 
Naples, the gale battered a set 
of barracks housing 
several 
hundred persons whose homes 
were destroyed in an earth­ 
quake 12 years ago. 


One building was destroyed 
and firemen evacuated families 
from the others, which were 
damaged 


Uprooted trees felled electric 
lines and blocked highways and 
some railroads lines 
in the 
area 


In the town of Lagonegro 
south of Naples eight inches of 
snowfall closed roads to Salerno 
and Calabria farther south. 
Naples’ Capodichino Airport 
was closed 
Monday 
and 
it 
stayed closed Tuesday. 
In 
Salerno 
bakeries 
shut 
down 
and 
trolleys 
stopped 
because of breaks in electric 
lines Trains south to Calabria 
were 
halted 
and 
telephone 
service was knocked out in a 
number of towns in the area. 
At least 75 per cent of the 
towns 
in 
the 
province 
of 
Potenza southeast of Naples 
were without telephones and 
electricity and roads and rail 
lines were blocked by snow and 
fallen trees, officials said. 
The snowfall measured a l­ 
m ost 
four 
inches 
in 
the 
provincial capital of Fotenza 
and drifts taller than six feet 
blocked mountain passes, offi­ 
cials said.

Does your family like potato­ 
es? The yearbook says mashed 
potatoes made from scratch 
need almost one and one-fourth 
pounds tor four half-cup ser­ 
vings, compared with less than 
a pound for parsley-buttered 
spuds. 
Fine. 
But 
instant 
mashed potatoes, which at last 
report were outselling fresh 
ones, are cheaper still on a per 


portion basis. 
A freezer can help hold down 
food 
bills 
if 
you 
use 
it 
economically, 
the 
yearbook 
says. But remember that the 
amount and kind of food you 
freeze 
influence 
operating 
costs. 
A 
freezer uses more 
energy to freeze some foods 
than 
others 
and 
it 
wastes 
energy if the door is opened 
and 
closed 
frequently 
and 
unnecessarily. 
Home 
garden ers 
benefit 
most, particularly if they grow 
more than they can consume 
during harvest seasons. Fresh 
produce from roadside stands 
and farm s, fruits and vegeta­ 
bles bought from “ pick your 
own” operations and grocery 
specials also are good freezer 
buys, the yearbook added. 
Speed is important in freezing 
fresh 
vegetables; 
most 
lose 
flavor quickly after they are 
picked and, ideally, should be 
frozen 
within 
an 
hour 
of 
picking. 
Economist Richard Kerr and 
home economist Cynthia Crom­ 
well worked out a formula for 
well-balanced m eals at low cost 
by 
rejuggling 
the 
amounts 
spent on specific foods, it allots 
more of each food dollar for

bakery products and less for

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NEW YORK (UPI) - It’s 
resolution time, when the turn 
of the year means the turn of a 
leaf. 
Why do we make and so often 
break all those pledges toward 
self-improvement and resisting 
temptations? 
“ There are as many explana­ 
tions as there are individuals,” 
said 
Dr. 
Herbert 
Pardes, 
professor and chairman of the 
departm ent 
of 
psych iatry, 
Downstate 
Medical 
Center, 
State University of New York. 
But he said 
the 
“ general 
fo rce” 
lies 
in 
tradition s— 
’’People respond to tradition. 
There’s the idea too of brushing 
off the old, that the new will be 
better. 
Sweep 
all 
troubles 
aside.” 
“ I’m skeptical about the fate 
of resolutions,” he continued. 
“ It’s like trying to sweep away 
your inothcr-in-law. She keeps 
coming back.” 
“ Resolutions generally are of 
two sorts,” said Dr. Donald 
Klein, psychiatrist and director 
of 
research, 
‘ Long 
Island 
Jewish-Hillside Medical Center, 
New Hyde Park, N.Y. “ They’re 
to resist temptation and for 


self-improvement.” 
“ Each is self-exhortation, like 
yelling in your own ear,” said 
Klein. “ New year, new leaf. 
Makes 
us 
feel 
good 
about 
ourselves. The whole symbol is 
that the old is dead, the new is 
born. A person doesn’t fee) as 
helpless.” 


“ We break resolutions simply 
because habits and inclinations 
are stronger than 
the good 
intentions. Not all of us have 
wills of steel. 


“ But 
I ’ll 
take 
w hatever 
(good) comes out of them,” 
said Pardes. 


In separate interviews, the 
physicians 
said 
they 
didn’t 
make personal resolutions but 
thought that “ taking stock” is 
good. It may have side effects, 
however. 
“ Realize it can be depress­ 
ing,” said Pardes. “ Some of us 
walk around with our standards 
too high. It worries us to ask, 
‘Where 
am 
I?’ 
Sometimes 
we’re harshest on ourselves.” 
Klein said that by making 
resolutions you’re recognizing 
“ there is 
need 
for 
change, 
clearly formulated, clearly defi­ 


ned. 
“ It’s useful to confront our 
limitations. But the danger, if 
one is repeatedly unable to do 
what he resolves, can be to 
obscure the fact outside help is 
needed. 
Resolutions are one 
way of fending off seeking it. 
“ The alcoholic, for instance, 
m ay say repeatedly, ‘I can 
handle this m yself.” ’ He does 
not seek out group help, like 
Alcoholics 
Anonymous, 
or 
professional assistance. 
Each physician listed about 
the sam e categories into which 
resolutions fall, although nei­ 
ther has any formal data on the 
matted. 
Klein listed the “ big three” of 
overeating, overdrinking, overs­ 
moking. 
Pardes said resolutions usual­ 
ly involved "trying to control a 
personality problem—too lazy, 
too easy to anger... 
“ Control of a weakness such 
as overeating, 
smoking 
and 
drinking; 
attitudes 
toward 
other people; and the feeling 
tiiat ‘This is the year I’m going 
to get things done.’” 
Does writing resolutions down 
help in enforcement? 
Said Dr Pardes, “ For some 
people, a list 
makes things 
more concrete. ‘I’ll make a 
schedule, 
I’ll 
enforce 
it.’ 
Writing becomes the external 
policeman.” 
“ Well,” 
said 
Dr. 
Klein, 
“ writing them down does make 
them harder to weasel out of.”
